Add this cost to 
the Kex cost on page 6 and you readily see that 
the cleaning of machines and other pieces of 
equipment is a big expense—one that we 
sincerely believe can be cut in half. A good

These economic facts were outlined recently by Craw- 
ford H. Greenewalt, company president, to the Veterans 
Association at the Chambers Works, Deepwater, N. J. 


The speaker emphasized the great contribution mass- 
production methods and research programs of the large 
companies had made by producing things such as nylon 


and neoprene and other products of chemical research. 


Yet, he said, there are many needs better served by 
small business, and the large company and the small are, 


in truth, not competitors, but partners in enterprise.

are nothing more, Mr. Greenewalt said, than the simple 
operations of a one-man business broadened in scope. Us- 
ing the Du Pont simplified financial statement of its 
chemical operations of 1947, he broke down the figures to 
terms of a one-man company, which he termed “Du 
Pont Average, Inc.”

1 tablespoon chopped parsley 14 cup mayonnaise 


Wipe fish fillets with a damp cloth, season, and brush with fat. Pre-heat 
broiling compartment. Place fish fillets on broiling pan skin side down, 
about three inches from source of heat. Broil 6-10 minutes, or until just 
tender. Combine remaining ingredients, and spread on hot fish. Reduce 
heat and continue broiling till sauce is puffed and a delicate brown—about 
3-5 minutes. Yield: Six servings.

Research 


The never ending quest of mankind for some- 
thing new, some cure for a disease, a new prod- 
uct, a new idea. 


Research, whether it be in the big, expensive 
laboratory of large corporations as it is today, 
or in the basement as it was a few years ago, is 
responsible for the progress—the standard of 
living, we enjoy today. 

Since 1802, when the Du Pont Company 
began to make black powder, research has 
been chiefly responsible for its very existence. 
The Company’s founder, Irenee du Pont, had 
previously done research work with Lavoisier, 
the French chemist, in the making of gun- 
powder. From that time on research was con- 
ducted toward the “improvement in Du Pont

Money spent for research is called “‘return 
capital.” A return is possible, but on the other 
hand if the experiments are not successful, then 
the whole amount may be lost. Under our 
modern methods only large amounts of money 
could provide the required facilities for research. 
Recently, Crawford H. Greenewalt, President 
of the Company, announced a $30 million 
dollar expansion of research facilities at the 
Experimental Station in Wilmington. 


This expansion of the Company’s research 
adds security to our jobs by allowing us to keep 
up with competition in the industry, it provides 
new jobs making new products, raising our 
standard of living and bearing out our slogan of 
“BETTER THINGS FOR BETTER LIVING 
THROUGH CHEMISTRY.”
